Chief planner eyes Boston's future 


Where do we go from here in East Boston? in 
Allston Landing? in the South Boston Seaport 
District? along the Rose Kennedy Greenway? 
around the Urban Ring? with Grove Hall’s Main 
Street housing initiative? in re-zoning Dorchester 
and the Fenway? with the Fort Point Downtown 
Municipal Harbor Plan? 


These are among the questions/issues addressed 
by Rebecca Barnes FAIA, Boston's chief planner 
and this month's guest visionary in the BSA 
Lecture Series at the Boston Public Library on 


March 24. 


Barnes, who describes current and projected 
planning efforts that will shape the new Boston, 
was appointed chief planner for the City of 


Boston by mayor Tom Menino shortly after she 
assumed the presidency of the Boston Society of 
Architects in 2001. Prior to this appointment, 
Barnes had been involved in large-scale urban 
planning and design projects in Seattle, Puerto 
Rico and elsewhere as well as Boston. This spe- 
cial presentation is co-sponsored by the Loeb 
Fellowship Program at the Harvard Design 
School; Barnes herself was a Loeb Fellow. 


Barnes’ presentation begins a 6:00 pm on March 
24 in the BPL’s Rabb Lecture Hall in Copley

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ArchitectureBoston gets big 


The March/April issue of ArchitectureBoston, the 
BSA's bimonthly ideas magazine, examines our fasci- 
nation with bigness and its effect on what we build. 


"The idea of bigness seems to be everywhere right 
now,” observes ArchitectureBoston editor Elizabeth 
Padjen FAIA; "we talk about the supersizing of 
America — from McMansions to corporate mergers 
to 800-passenger Airbuses.” Padjen's comments kick 
off a lively roundtable discussion among architects, 
developers, and scholars as they question the meaning 
of bigness and what it reveals about our culture. 


Also included in this issue is an interview with Fred 
Salvucci, former secretary of transportation for 
Massachusetts, who oversaw much of the transporta- 
tion planning for the Big Dig. As that huge project 
nears completion, Salvucci reflects on this important 
milestone and comments on the future of big infra- 
structure and urban design projects.

Green strategies for historic 
buildings are examined 


On April 3 in Boston, the National Preservation 
Institute and the BSA are sponsoring a workshop 
designed to explore the practical applications of green 
building strategies for historic structures. 


This session focuses on the relationship between the 
Secretary of the Interior’s Standards and LEED, 
reduction of heat islands, water conservation, 
light/mechanical design/energy efficiency/commis- 
sioning, exterior envelope and ASHRAE compliance, 
the selection of compatible green building materials, 
conservation of embodied energy, and innovations 
approriate to historic buildings. 


The principal organizer and panelist is preservation 
architect Jean Carroon AIA, a principal at Goody, 
Clancy & Associates. 

Mid-20th-century building 

A few weeks later on April 20, the National 
Preservation Institute and the BSA co-sponsor a sec- 
ond workshop in Boston focusing on the identifica- 
tion and evaluation of mid-20th century buildings.

Healy named to Greenway 
Design Advisory Panel 


During the past few months, the City of Boston 
hired Toronto urban designer Ken Greenberg to lead 
the city’s effort to develop a comprehensive vision for 
the new Greenway parks system in downtown 
Boston. 


More recently, the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority 
established an eight-member Design Advisory Panel 
to evaluate and critique the design process for the 
Greenway including its proposed parks, open space 
and real-estate development. 


BSA president Brian Healy AIA has been named to 
the Design Advisory Panel, which also includes 
Harvard Design School urban planning and design 
professor Joan Busquets and landscape architecture 
department chair Niall Kirkwood, ESI Design presi- 
dent Edwin Schlossberg, RISD landscape architect 
and adjunct professor Mikyoung Kim, Boys and Girls 
Club of Boston chief executive Linda Whitlock, and 
former MIT School of Architecture and Planning 
dean Bill Mitchell, and urban planner/designer Gary 
Hack, dean of the University of Pennsylvania 
Graduate School of Fine Arts. 


After reporting the appointment of these design wiz- 
ards in The Boston Globe, columnist Tom Palmer Jr. 
noted, “If this new Surface Artery isn’t world-class, 
there will be no excuses.”

2004 design awards programs 


This year the BSA administers a variety of design 
awards programs including a first-time program 
focusing specifically on higher-education campus 
planning in New England and elsewhere. The full 
schedule of this year’s programs is as follows: 


& Interior Architecture/Interior Design (spon- 
sored by the BSA and co-sponsored by IIDA and 
ASID) — this program invites New England 
architects and interior designers to submit work 
they have done throughout the world and also 
invites architects throughout the world to submit 
New England projects (the deadline is March 
29). 


& Housing Design (co-sponsored by the AIA New 
York Chapter) — this program invites all archi- 
tects in New England and New York to submit 
housing projects throughout the world and also 
invites architects throughout the world to submit 
New England and New York work (the deadline 
is April 16). 


& Campus Planning (sponsored by the BSA/SCUP 
Roundtable) — this a first-time BSA awards pro- 
gram focusing on the planning of educational 
institution campuses and New England architects 
and planners are invited to submit projects they 
have completed throughout the world and archi- 
tects and planners throughout the world are invit- 
ed to submit New England projects (the deadline 
is May 24). 


& Unbuilt Architecture — architects, architectural 
educators and architecture students throughout 
the world are invited to submit real or theoretical 
projects to this program (the deadline is July 12). 


& Honor Awards for Design Excellence — the 
annual BSA honor awards program (co-sponsored 
each year by Poole Professional Ltd. and DPIC) 
invites submissions of projects of any type any- 
where in the world designed by Massachusetts 
architects and also invites architects throughout 
the world to submit projects built in 
Massachusetts (the deadline is August 2). 


In addition to these design awards programs, the BSA 
administers the annual Build Boston juried exhibits 
by New England architects, interior designers and 
landscape architects. The deadline for these juried 
submissions is August 2.

AIA convenes building permits 
working group 


Representatives of 10 major U.S. cities gathered at 
the AIA office in Washington in January to begin a 
national discussion on ways to improve construction 
permitting in this country. Former Boston 
Inspectional Services department director and now 
management consultant William Sommers joined 
BSA Codes Committee chair Vernon Woodworth 
AIA as Boston's representatives at this national discus- 
sion in Washington, which also included representa- 
tives from Atlanta, Chicago, Houston, Los Angeles, 
New York City, Philadelphia, San Francisco, Seattle 
and the District of Columbia. 


Woodworth reports that computerization of the per- 
mitting process emerged as a theme for decreasing 
delays and improving customer service. He noted, for 
example, that of 140,000 permits issued annually by 
the City of Los Angeles, about 30,000 are issued over 
the internet. Self-certification also has been embraced 
by major cities such as New York and Chicago; this is 
a process in which design professionals demonstrate 
competence to the building permit authority through 
training or examination and are then exempted from 
the plan-review process. New York City, for example 
allows self-certification on projects of all kinds and 
randomly audits 20% of these applications as part of 
a quality-control effort. Expanding a fast-track 
approval process for certain permit applications was 
among the recommendations included in a report 
that Sommers prepared for Boston late last year. It 
was noted that Sommers’ proposal relies on compli- 
ance rather than enforcement, which seems to culti- 
vate a sense of collaboration. 


These and other issues are on the agenda of the BSA 
Codes Committee which meets on the third 
Wednesday of each month at 8:30 am at the BSA; all 
members and non-members with an interest in codes 
issues are urged to join us for bagels and coffee at 
these monthly meetings.

Dialogue XIV: 
Architecture and Politics 


“Dialogue” is the occasional ChapterLetter column that 
seeks to provoke discussion about issues of significance. 


A design professor of mine at graduate school 
described architecture as a “socio-political act”. We 
had no idea what he meant at the time but, given a 
decade or two to reflect, his meaning has become 
clear. In order to design and build, we must first 
engage ourselves in a series of complex social issues 
and become deeply involved in a political process 
that has much more influence on the design process 
than any isolated notions we may have about form- 
making. In state houses and city halls, the public 
policy that drives the political decisions made by our 
elected officials actually enables architecture to hap- 
pen...or not. 


Our statewide legislative advisor, former state senator 
George Bachrach, noted at a recent Legislative 
Affairs Committee meeting that the most politically 
influential professions have created an expectation 
among their members that the leaders in their firms 
should contribute both time and money to influenc- 
ing public policy. These professions understand there 
is strength in numbers and that the collective voice is 
listened to more attentively than the individual 
voice. They have taken the position that influencing 
public policy and contributing to political fund-rais- 
ing are both necessary and desirable. Judging from 
our actions, it appears as if many architects would 
disagree...yet we could bring so much of value to the 
political process. 


The AIA tells us that our ultimate responsibility as 
professionals is to the public good. If we can objec- 
tively say that our interests and society's interests 
align, why is it inappropriate for us to influence 
public policy? How involved should architects 
become in politics? Would it be too self-serving to 
make our elected public officials recognize the value 
that architects bring as experts and advisors on issues 
that affect their constituents? Do we lose our objec- 
tivity or compromise our ability to provide services if 
we contribute to a political fund-raising campaign or 
take a position on an issue such as affordable-hous- 
ing laws? 


The AIA has a licensed Political Action Committee 
(“ArchiPAC”) that serves as our advocate in Congress 
on issues such as brownfield redevelopment, Hope 
VI, and infrastructure enhancements. Yet at a recent 
AIA Convention, ArchiPAC leaders said that archi- 
tects give less financial support per capita to their 
lobbyists in Washington than hairdressers and sugar- 
beet farmers give to theirs. 


In Massachusetts, some BSA members are working 
to reform the public bidding process, to defend legis- 


lation that enables affordable housing and public 
school building to happen, to bring the debate on 
sprawl and “smart growth” to the public policy fore- 
front, to advocate sustainable building, to protect 
financial incentives for historic preservation and 
urban revitalization. Don’t we all benefit from this 
work? Should we be more engaged? More generous 
with our time and money? 


Our question this month is: Do you think the 
architectural profession is as engaged in the polit- 
ical process as we should be? Are there things we 
should be doing and things we should not be 
doing? Is public policy-making actually one more 
design problem we should be addressing as archi- 
tects?

Copyright violations are 
a growing concern 


Scanning published photographs without seeking 
permission of the copyright owner is a copyright vio- 
lation that was a subject of a recent letter to chapters 
of the AIA, the American Society of Landscape 
Architects, and the American Planning Association. 


Written by Ann Breen and Dick Rigby of The 
Waterfront Center in Washington, the letter notes 
three instances in 2003 alone in which their pub- 
lished photographs were used by major architecture 
and landscape architecture firms without permission. 


“Because multiple images were used from our books,” 
note Breen and Rigby about violations by a Boston- 
area firm, “it is apparent that the failure to seek per- 
mission is more than a mere oversight and would 
point to an intentional ‘borrowing’ of images.” Breen 
and Rigby point out that copyright violations are not 
only illegal but unethical and unprofessional and that 
it is difficult to understand that “people in major 
firms...are not acquainted with copyright law, or 
think it trivial and do not instruct their associates to 


abide by the law.” 


The Waterfront Center is seeking the help of profes- 
sional organizations such as the BSA, and particularly 
associations whose members include urban designers, 
to counter what it describes as this “reckless disregard 
for the rights of others,” which they note “is astonish- 
ing for creative professionals who depend on rights 
protection for their own livelihoods.” 


Effective PM is defined 


“Four Steps to Successful Project Management” is the 
title of the cover article in a recent issue of Design 
Firm Management & Administration Report 
(DFMAR), the national practice newsletter. The arti- 
cle is based on the work of building industry consult- 
ant David Stone and notes that, although good proj- 
ect-management techniques are well-known and well- 
documented, what is missing is “a viable way to 
change behaviors so that these techniques are actually 
applied.” 


Identifying the right person (the extrovert, the prag- 
matist, the analyst, the amiable soul), designing and 
ratifying the process of project management, making 
a commitment to training project managers, and 
incentive compensation for project managers are 
among the issues addressed.

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Is the BSA worth it? 


A recent series of questions received from young 
design professionals considering membership in the 
BSA fell into three categories — dues for interns and 
young architects, the value of AIA/BSA membership 
in advancing career development, and the effective- 
ness of the AIA/BSA in addressing the professional 
agenda of architects (wages and fees, bidding wars, 
perceptions of architects’ value, free design work 
related to design competitions and design/build pro- 
posals, and “retainage” of design fees by public agen- 
cies). 


Are dues for young professionals too high? A few 
years ago the BSA Membership Committee devoted a 
considerable period of time to the evaluation of the 
BSA dues structure, especially as it affected interns 
and young architects. The result was the elimination 
of all dues for architecture graduates in their first year 
of BSA membership and a significant reduction in 
the annual dues for subsequent years. 


Does being a member of the AIA/BSA help advance the 
development of a designer’s career? It certainly has 
helped mine. Before I became active as a BSA mem- 
ber, I was unaware of the depth and breadth of the 
network of professionals who are members and who 
everyday share experiences and knowledge with each 
other informally, in committees and other networks, 
through this newsletter, and at numerous BSA events 
throughout the year from cocktail parties to extrava- 
ganzas such as Build Boston. In my view, career devel- 
opment is enriched personally by the access member- 
ship gives me to my colleagues and to a wealth of pro- 
fessional development opportunities. As a sole practi- 
tioner, I am especially aware of the value of getting 
out of the office and interacting on a regular basis 
with other architects and allied professionals and I 
believe the BSA makes that incredibly easy to do. 


What is the BSA doing to help increase architects’ 
salaries? Since the 1970s, the BSA has been publish- 
ing survey reports on salaries and benefits paid to 
design professionals and others who work in design 
firms in this region. The survey reports are tools used 
by firms to get a sense of how their compensation 
structures compare to those of other firms in the 
region. There is no question that salaries in our pro- 
fession are far too low not only in relation to other 
professions but especially in light of the services we 
provide. The BSA’s workshops on compensation 
issues, the monthly gathering at the BSA of design- 
firm human resources professionals, management- 
training for firms leaders, and similar efforts are typi- 
cal BSA responses to this dilemma but perhaps this 
issue relates more directly to the next...fees. 


What is the BSA doing to help increase fees for design 
work? In the public sector, several BSA committees 
over the past 15 years have persuaded public agencies 


to increase fees paid to design professionals yet those 
fees still remain below what most of us would consid- 
er appropriate. An additional problem in the public 
sector is “retainage” — fees withheld by public agen- 
cies for years. The BSA’s practice-related and legisla- 
tive affairs networks have been addressing this issue 
head-to-head with public agency officials for over a 
decade and I wish I could report more success than 
we've had. This is a battle that continues today. 
Increasing fees in the private sector is quite a different 
issue and is related to the perception of the value of 
design to clients who, in too many cases, significantly 
undervalue the economic impact good design has on 
any project. Throughout the year, BSA groups host 
seminars, workshops, and other learning activities for 
facility managers and owners/clients to help them 
understand what appropriate fee-setting processes are. 
The BSA also makes available a number of survey 
reports that focus on fees by region of the country 
and by project type. Through BSA publications such 
as this newsletter and ArchitectureBoston, both of 
which are mailed to clients/owners and facility man- 
agers, and through our op-ed pieces in The Boston 
Globe and other media, the more articulate among us 
write about the relationship among fees, the value of 
design, and the economic success of a building proj- 
ect. 


What is the BSA doing about the “free work” 
dilemma? In a recent issue of this newsletter, ethics 
wizard Victoria Beach AIA wrote elegantly about the 
wholly inappropriate and unethical practice of some 
design firms to offer “free work” to clients in the 
hope of getting future commissions. Obviously, this 
kind of behavior undermines the profession and sig- 
nificantly damages the perception of the value of 
design. (If we are giving it away, what could it possi- 
bly be worth?) The BSA also responds in writing to 
the sponsors of any competition and to the authors of 
design/build or similar RFPs that require free 
schematics or other free work and underscores the 
wholly inappropriate nature of such solicitations. If 
you receive such solicitations, send them to BSA 
knee-capper Richard Fitzgerald who responds to these 
regularly. (Perhaps all we need to do is just say ‘no’ to 
those seeking to take advantage of our skills.) 


In the end, the BSA’s effectiveness is a direct result of 
the level of engagement of thoughtful, passionate 
members who understand that it is our collective 
voices that lead to change in the ways design is per- 
ceived and fees and wages are established. 


I look forward to your responses to my comments 
and to your suggestions about other concerns to 
which the BSA should respond. All issues that face 
design professionals are BSA issues.
